The  hardworking  players  of  Coach  Ellis  then  hit  their  losing 
ways  again  as  they  inxaded  the  campus  of  Catawba  College, 
where  they  were  turned  away  with  a  disheartening  loss  to  the 
Indians.

With  the  alert  and  well-maneu^■ered  floor  play  of  Henry  Beatty 
and  the  scoring  of  Glenn  Keever  and  Beatty,  the  Owls  were 
able  to  hold  their  own  against  the  faster  junior  College  teams.

Nhirtin  and  Honald  Patterson  and  the  brilliant  manipulation  of 
Tom    Danson    and   Desmond    Marsh.
